NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—District Attorney Samuel S. Foley said today 
that on next Wednesday he will submit a motion in Bronx County court for a 
special jury panel in order to get under way as quickly as possible the trial of 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, indicted for extortion as the receiver of the Lind- 
bergh $50,000 ransom payment. Actual date for trial is to be determined at a 


conference between the prosecutor and defence counsel. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Bruno Richard Hauptmann, in whose garage $14,590 of 
the Lindbergh kidnap ransom blood money was found, began his second week in a New 
York jail today under a ceaseless watch. The discovery yesterday that he had broken 
and hidden a pewter spoon, one piece of which was sharp enough to inflict serious in- 
jury, led to the vigil. He is eating now with paper plates and spoons, but officials at the 
Bronx County jail are taking no chance of a hangman’s noose being fashioned from a

“No unemployment, a balanced budget and 
no debt"—can such things be? 

Statesmen of the more culightened western 
should journey to Sarawak and ask 
the Rajah how the miracle was performed. He 
would probably tell them to reverse this de- 
scriptive phrase and they will get the formula: 
“No debt, a balanced budget and no unemploy- 
ment.” 

Debts are the prime reasons why budgets 
will not balance, and why states are powerless 
to set idle men at work on public projects. If 
Canada had no debt it would have a balanced 
budget, since what we pay out each year in 
bond interest is twice the biggest deficit the 
national treasury ever reported, and the argu- 
ment that we cannot afford to employ labor 
on national works would go by the board. 

Stated in explicit terms, if Canada were to 
call in its national bonds and pay them off in 
legal tender money, -the annual deficit would be 
turned into a huge surplus, which could be used 
to construct public works, while the money 
paid to the bond-holders would immediately 
seek investment in commercial and industrial 
undertakings requiring the employment of 
labor

Ear Noises 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


Tinnitus aurium, or ear noises, are described 
by some as ringing, buzzing or whirring. These 
annoyances may oecur in one ear or both for a 
short time or at all times. The continual noise 
in the ear is very annoying and causes the 
patient much anxiety. 

As a general rule, if the 
noise comes and goes it dis- 
appears in the morning when 
the nerves are rested and re- 
turns in the evening when the 
nerves are fatigued. 

Roaring, in the ears may 
be present from a number of 
causes.

Government Is Not Business 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Delivering a collegiate address at some point in the United 
States, it was stated by Prime Minister Bennett that people must 
be prepared for more control of business by Government. Should 
this theory be carried to any substantially greater extent than 
at present there will not be any business. 


The commercial malady from which Canada is suffering today 
has for one of its main causations the interference in business by 
the Government, which always carries with it the concurrent 
handing over of proper functions of Government to private inter- 
ests for private gain. 


That is why any hint of further governmental interference 
with business should be viewed with the gravest suspicion. It 
always ends up with the creation of further spacial privilege. 


Prominent examples are banking, currency, and the contro! of 
credit. The backwash from this condigjion in Canada has created 
the wave of popular discontent. 


Tariff privilege is another notable example. We were told in 
the best Eastern newspaper solemnity that one of the functions 
of the Ottawa Enquiry would be to examine into any undue con- 
trol of the baking industry by the flour milling industry. The 
result is a request to the Australian Government to shut off ship- 
ments of Australian flour to Canada. Bakers who sought to get 
out from under the grindstones of the millers by importing some 
Australian flour are to have that method of competition blocked. 
The total amount imported would not affect the price of Canadian 
wheat by one-twentieth of a cent per bushel; but it gave an 
independent baker, a chance to stay in business, and to free him- 
self to some extent from having to do what the millers tell him. 


The trouble with governmental interference in business, is that 
it becomes a rule that credit should properly be extended only 
to those lines which have by law some special privilege; some 
power to tell the public where, and what, and how to buy. The 
politicians never seem able to realize that against this theory 
the public revulsion is radicalism; a struggle for freedom with- 
out regard to results. 


The reason for hinting at further government control of busi- 
ness is due directly to the injurious results of the government- 
created special privileges. For over half a century it has been 
definitely known by economists that the lowest scales of wages 
are always found in those communities whence the industries 
are tariff-created and tariff-controlled. 


Men who are in a position to tell the public what and where 
to buy, invariably turn their attention to reducing labor costs; 
and the higher the protection the less labor gets. 


The sordid facts brought out at the Ottawa Enquiry were 
derived from tariff protected abuses of labor. 


Tearful entreaties to women not to buy goods produced under- 
such facts, cannot bring much results, when the buyers can only 
buy such goods as are offered for sale; and only such goods are 
offered for sale as are produced under tariff special privilege. 
The buyers cannot, and the high-tariff politicians will not do any- 
thing to remedy the situation. Yowls about necessity for more 
interference are intended to create a smoke screen.
